7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3 claims 3 or 4, wherein the 
second active agent is capable of suppressing the overproduction of hematopoietic stem cells 
or ameliorating one or more of the symptoms of the myeloproliferative disease. 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3 or-4, wherein the second active 
agent is a cytokine, corticosteroid, ribonucleotide reductase inhibitor, platelet inliibitor, 
anticoagulant, thrombolytic agent, antifibrosis agent, all-trans retinoic acid, kinase inhibitor, 
topoisomerase inhibitor, famesyl transferase inhibitor^ antisense oligonucleotide, antibody, 
agent used to reverse multidrug resistance, vaccine, myelosuppressive agent or anti-cancer 
agent. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the second active agent is 
interferon-a, hydroxyurea, anagrelide, busulfan, arsenic troxide, ST1571, imatinib mesylate, 
DX-8951f, Rl 15777, vincristine, daunorubicin, prednisone, or a pharmacologically active 
mutant or derivative thereof, or a combination thereof*
